Smoke  Abatement. 


Several  observations  of  Factory  CJhirmeys  v/ere  made.  Informal 
action  resardins  one  chimney,  which  on  the  first  observation  was 
turning  out  black  smoke  for  a period  of  nine  minuites  in  thirty,  was 
taken,  Some  improvement  was  effcctod  but  it  is  not  yet  satisfactory 
It  is  unfortunato  that  the  Bye  Law  under  Section  104  of  tho  Public 
Health  Act,  1906  passed  by  the  Council  on  the  31st  October,  1942  was 
not  confirmed. 


Bod  Bug  Infestation . 

During  the  j/oar  three  houses  were  found  to  bo  lightly  infested 
with  bed  bugs.  Satisfactory  results  appear  to  have  been  obtained 
by  spraying  with  a special  fluid.

Housing  conditions  arc  fairly  good  although  action  was 
necessary  in  the  caso  of  several  houses  under  Parts  1 and  3 of  the 
Act ,

houses  were  erected. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food , 

M-jlk  Supply. 

Tho  condition  of  dairy  farms  within  the  District  is  fairly  good. 
Routine  inspections  were  continued  throughout  the  yoar.  It  was 
noted  that  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  cowsheds  wore  generally  no’ 
ouite  sc  clean  as  hitherto,  but  every  effort  was  made  to  improve  thir. 
condition. 

Thirty  one  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  14  of  these  wore  for 
examination  for  the  presence  Tubercle  Bacilli,  all  were  negative 
except  one.  17  samples  were  submitted  for  the  Methelenc  Blue 
reductase  and  B.  Goli  tests,  9 were  satisfactory  8 unpatisfactory. 

Ail  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  and  advise  given  to  the 
farmer.
